The attendance report for March 
was to the effect that all the rooms 
were open for 22 teaching days, and 
Miss Reid’s room had the best record 
forattendance (95.29%).

, The enrolment in the High School 
was 155, an increase of 30 over March, 
1921, and a decrease of 2 from the 
previous month. In the Public 
Schools 639, a decrease of 30 from 
March, 1921, and an increase of 37 
over the previous month. The total 
for all schools was level with the 
record established in March last year, 
694, the highest in the history of the 


‘schools,

“THE A. -T. A. 


~The’ Alberta*--Teachers’~ iAlliance 
wrote asking two questions, viz.: (1) 
Under what conditions, if any, is a 
teacher able to obtain leave of  ab- 
sence for sickness; and (2) regarding 
cumulative sickness allowance- when 
a teacher has served for years with- 
out previous illness. 

The letter from the Alliance led to 
a very interesting debate with the 
Chairman and Trustee Payne taking 
somewhat different ground. The Chair- 
man was inclined to think that the A. 
T. A, through its official magazine, 
shows an improvement in its ideals 
of late. He saw in the movement an 
effort to improve the general status 
of education in the. province. The 
whole organization appealed to him 
as in accordance with modern econ- 
omic development. 

Mr Payne, on the other hand, did 
not appear to be impressed with the 
Union idea as applied to the teaching 
profession and declared that he did 
not want to be a party to encouraging 
the One Big Union idea. He did 
not want the Board to be a medium 
for collecting information for the A. 
T. A. which might be used as a lever 
in their dealings with the Boards in 
other places. 

The suggestion was made that the 
Board reply to the effect that it is 
governed by the Act, which “provides 
for the payment of salary up to 20 
days’ sickness during a year, on fur- 
nishing doctor's certificate of iHness. 
However, the matter was finally. set- 
tled by passing the following resolu- 
tion, moved by Trustee Berry, and 
concurred in by all the Board: 

“That the Secretary be- instructed 
to reply to the General Secretary, Al- 
berta Teachers’ Alliance, that every 
case of sickness on the teaching staff 
is dealt with on its merits, and that 
we believe School Boards in small 
districts come in closer touch with 
the members of-their staff than in 
large centres, and therefore we have 
not established any regulations on 
this question.” 

The sum of $7.25 was received from 
the Strathcona Trust Fund for effi- 
ciency of the Red Deer School during 
the year 1921 with respect to physical 
instruction, the amount to be used for 
athletics. It has been used toward 
the purchase of a basketball. 


BASTER VACATION 


The vexed question of the Easter 
vacation and teachers’ attendance at 
the Teachers’ Convention in Calgary 
was discussed, It was reported that 
a number of the teachers do not want 
to go to the convention this year. 
Their non-attendance would deprive 
the Board of the Government grant 
for those days in case the schools 
were not open more than 200 days 
during the year. 

As it was not considered feasible 
to keep some of the rooms in the Pub- 
lie Schools open while others were 
closed, it was decided to deduct the 
sum of $4.00 from the April salary 
cheque of any teacher that does not 
attend the convention. The Public 
Schools will close Thursday, April 
13th, and re-open Monday, April 24. 

It is probable that the higher grad- 
es, at least, in the High School will 
be kept open during Easter week ow- 
ing to the near approach of examina- 
tions, but this will depend on the at- 
titude of the teachers toward the 
convention. 

The teachers’ register at the Cen- 
tral School will be abolished, as_ it 
was considered unfair to a portion of 
the teaching staff. It was conceded 
that a teacher that could not ‘be de- 
pended upon to be at school on time 
could not be depended upon to sige. a 
register conscientiously.a

I am not an anti-prohibitionist, 
neither am I a prohibitionist. My 
views on the temperance question 
have already appeared in The 

ews, . 

The trouble with most prohibition- 
ists is that they think themselves the 
only people who are right, and those 
who donot see through their eyes are 
damned, or nearly so. 


I can speak from experience. My 
father was a strong teetotaler, and his 
house was always full of temperance 
enthusiasts, both clergymen and 
laymen. After listening to their gab 
for hours, I used to be painfully im- 
pressed with the absolute narrow- 
mindedness of 99 9-10 percent, of 
these men and women. 

Mr. Brown, if I remember right, 
said that prohibition was the only 
solution of the temperance question. 
In 1884-86 I was resident in Bruce 
County, Ont. While there the Scott 
Act came into force. Before the act 
came into force, I could not buy a 
drink at a bar because I was under 21 
years of age. After that I could buy 
adrink of whiskey anywhere, by ask- 
ing for Blackberry Cordial, or what- 
ever was its local name; liquor was 
for sale everywhere. Yet ‘I have 
heard, the Rev. Mr. Mordy, Presby- 
terian minister at Mildmay, get up at 
a temperance rally and say what a 
grand success the Scott Act was; it 
was the only solution of the temper- 
ance question. 

I am not.as young as I was fifty 
years ago, and in my life have had 
time to note a few things which, with 
due humility, I offer as food for 
thought. ‘ 

The first is, human nature {is a very 
peculiar thing. Tell a man he is not 
to do a thing, and that

thing he wants to do. I learned to 
smoké tobacco as a school boy, not 
because I liked it, ,but because I was 
told I would be severely punished if 
was caught doing it. . 

The State of Maine ‘has ‘been pro- 
hibition for close on 50 years. Has 
it in that time produced a race of pro- 
hibitionists? I have failed to meet 
any of them yet. Almost every State 
of Mainer I have run up against was 
a booze {fighter. . 

Some of the strongest temperance 

advocates I ever met were men whose 
fathers had been drunkards. 
“(Some of the worst drunkardsI ever 
fell in with had.been brought up in 
temperance homes and some were 
the sons of temperance clergymen. 

It is all very well to go round and 
say prohibition is a grand success; it 
isn’t. To get a bottle of whiskey 
legitimately is very expensive. The 
applicant has to be sick, or lie and 
say he is. The doctor has to be a fool 
or pretend to be, and say he is and 
needs a bottle of whiskey. Prescrip- 


; tion costs $2.00, filling same at drug 


store $7.00; whiskey costs $9.00 per 
bottle. 

Human nature being a peculiar 
thing, a lot of people want whiskey 
because the law says they can’t have 
it. Only the wealthy can afford it as 
per prescription. The others get it 
as per blind pig and boot leg, or as 
painkiller or peruna, 

The worst is that it is the young 
lads who think themselves smart 
when they can come to a dance with 
a bottle of booze. I don’t know what 
Wilton or Brown think, but I cer- 
tainly think it would-be far better 
for the morals of the community to 
do away with this prescription farce 
and the bootlegger by having spirits

Recently I spoke on this subject 
to a lawyer, who is:also a crown 
prosecutor. He said there were only 
two classes in Alberta who prayed for 
prohibition: 1st, the prohibitionists; 
2nd, the bootleggers. 

I once ‘heard a doctor who was an 
authority on intemperance and _ its 
treatment lecture. He said there 
were only three ways that ‘he knew of 
that would stop a.man from drinking 
who was determined to get it: 1st, Cut 
off his feet so he couldn't walk to the 
booze; 2nd, If he could still reach it, 
cut off his hands; 3rd, Cut off h’s 
head, so that the fellow who would 
could not put the cup to hie lips.

Mr. J. B..N.. MacDonald, of Lacombe 
Nurserles, gave a very able paper on 
arboriculture,. with.‘a. few observations 
on ‘flowering shrubs and the ‘growing 
of small. fruits, ’*"" 

Dealing with the. subject of selection, 
the speaker ‘did not. believe it was of 
any use to:send out of the:country, or 
even to the East, for trees. Growers’ 
should: select from stock “which has 
been’ properly acclimatized. 

Cultivation, he said,. ‘must- be thor- 
ough. Want of cultivation he thought 
the ‘most’ frequént cause: of the death 
of young trees. The gardener should 
cultivate early and late. . He should 
start early in the- season—as early as 
he coild get a spade into'‘the ground— 
and he.should persevere right through 
the season. ~ He should cultivate early 
in the morning and late‘at night. The 
speaker's talk was interspersed with 
many “illustrative experiences of his. 
own.and his customers’. Among the 
flowering shrubs recommended were 
the Japanese Lilac, Spruce, Balm, 
Green Ash, Manitoba Maple and espec- 
ially the Spiraea. 

The ‘lecturer was very--enthusiastic 
regarding small fruits, particularly 
raspberries. He spoke -of his exper- 
ience in Scotland, Ireland and as a 
servant’of the Alberta Government for 
four: years. 

Questioned about the domestication 
of wild ‘fruits, particularly’ high bush 
cranberries and saskatoons, he’ said he 
had had very little success.)He thought 
they needed plenty of shade, and not 
too much cultivation. 

The Society's next regplar meeting 
will be on April 19, when Mr. Alec. 
Paton will give a talk on transplanting 
with practical demonstration. Child- 
ren especially are invited to be pre- 
sent at this meeting.

CIVIC PRIDE” 


No symptom ‘is more alarming in 
the body poiitic than a tendency to- 
Ward carelessness and slovenliness 
in the appearance of the town. It 
indicates the decay of civic  self- 
respect more commonly known as civic 
pride. 

“Breathes there a man with soul so 
dead, who never to himself hath said, 
this is my own, my native land,” ex- 
presses, in a very large way, a truth 
which manifests itself in a local 
community. 

The nation is composed of com- 
munities. It is inconsistent for a 
man to boast his patriotism, if he neg- 
lects to beautify and improve that 
little part of the nation in which he 
lives, moves, and has his being.

Important provisions in the new tax 
sale relief act which has just been 
passed by the legislature, are called to 
the attention of municipal authorities. 
By these new provisions, the date for 
redemption of tands from. tax sales, in 
municipalities, has been extended to 
May ‘1st of this year. This covers all 
lands included in any plan of subdi- 
vision registered in the land titles 
office and all land included in the

In the case of farm lands, the re- 
demption period ‘has \been extended 
until November 1st, and the plan of 
procedure in connection with these 
lands fs clearly outlined in the new 
act. In the case of cities, the proce- 
dure isthe same as in the case of the 
mentioned above. 
That is, the time for redemption has 
been extended to May 1, but notice 
must be published.

BY THOUSANDS 
IN VOLGA AREA 


ANFERNO OF AGONY 


Toronto, April 2—Fewer than 
three hundred people comprised the 
audience which today: listened to a 
strong appeal in Massey hall by Prof. 
Meredith Atkinson, of Melbourne, 
Australia, on behalf of the millions of 
people in the famine districts of 
Russia.¢ The meeting was held under 
‘the auspices of. the combined -Protes- 
tant churches of the city. Sir Rob- 
ert Falconer, president of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, presided. 


DYING BY THOUSANDS 


Prof. 
fom a tour of the Volga district, 
where the greatest suffering prevails 
and where, he says, people are dying 
in tens of thousands daily. 

Speaking of what he had seen in 

Russia, Prof. Atkinson. said: 
“You cannot emerge from such an 
absolute inferno of human agony and 
feel that you have any individual 
rights whatever in the face of this 
the most appalling disaster that his- 
tory has ever known. 

“Perhaps the. most dreadful place 
{in all the world at the present 
moment was the series of wooden 
barracks in the town of Saratov. The 
refugees were huddled together on 
shelves, and literally thousands of 
men, women and children were lying 
in unspeakable filth there. He wallk- 
ed through about 12 sets of these huts, 
amid the, ravings of people stricken 
down with typhus. _People were 
dying all around, 

“You put around your heart a crust 
of false callousness,” said the speak- 
er, “otherwise you would perish from 
the dreadful sights you see.” 

BLAMES SOVIET 

He blamed the Soviet for putting 
the refugees in these filthy barracks, 
where things indescribable happened 
—children being born and children 
dying. It was no use blaming the 
Soviet or anybody else in Russia if 
they wanted to do anything from a 
humanitarian standpoint. The Soviet 
was doing its best to help the foreign 
organizations to deliver food, and he 
could assure them that all the food 
got to the children—every bit of it.

Demobilization of the police of six 
counties of Ulster will begin today 
and is expected to be concluded not 
later than May 23. Disbandment in 
the 26 southern counties will begin at 
the same time and will be finished as 
soon as possible. 


A publicity department has been 
started by the Republican section of 
the Irish Republican army. It issued 
a statement on Thursday that Sun- 
day’s convention on a conservative es- 
timate represented 80 percent. of the 
army.

Airplanes were used with’ great .ad- 
vantage ‘in’ forést’. protcetion-work :in 
five provinces of the Dominion: last 
year, .and -the. work is. likely to . ‘be 
extended in the. coming ‘season. The 
advantage of an-airplane patrol over 
that by canoe is illustrated /by the 
following extract froma report of one 
of. the airmen ‘engaged in protecting 
the forests in northern Manitoba last 
year: “We could always see from 30 
to 50 miles on efther.side of the plane, 
and it would be no difficulty to locate 
smoke at this distance. When you 
compare this with a canoe travelling 
up a river with high. banks, where: it 
is impossible to see more than a hun- 
dred yards in either, direction, and 
where-the patrol would be unable to 
notice smoke unless it was driven 
down over him, the advantage is en- 
tirely on the side of the plane.”
